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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
09/541,376 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests the 
use of two stop junctions in a capillary medical diagnostic device, wherein one of the stop 
junctions in a bypass channel has an angled boundary and is "weaker" in comparison to the other 
stop junction in a measurement channel, so that excess sample will flow through the second 
angled stop junction into an overflow region only after a measurement area in the measurement 
channel has been filled without any pressure generated externally of the medical device.
